The order received by Commodore Marchaund,
of \he l’bilndculhiu Navy Yard, from the Navy
Department st Washington, for the dischurge of
the workmen In the Stenm Engincering ani
Counstruetion Departments, will be carried out
this evening at 6 o'clock, the hour at which
work is suspended in the yard. In the two de-
partmonts there are 1000 mon employed 900 in
the Construction and 100 in tho Steam Engineer-
ing Department.

The order for their dismissal will not be read
to them, for thoy have already been apprised of
ita contents,
celved by the Commodore, the men were notl-
fled that thelr services would not by required
aftor the 31st of January. If the order should
be revoked before 6 o'clock this evening, the
muster-roll will be ealled tosmorrow mornipg as
usual, but if not there will be no ealling of the
roll. The clerks In the departments above-
named nre to be retained until the beoks, ete.,
are entirely entered np, and if it Is found
necessary 10 continue  half-a-dozen workmeun
they will te transferred to the pay-roll of some
other department, thus earrying out the order
to digcontinne work in the Steam Eoglneering
and Conatruction Departmenta of the Navy Yard.
The anponncement of the event has created
quite a atir among the employees, The average

The waster foremen ol the departments, net-
ing upon the expressed wish of the employes,
drew up a petition to the paval aothorities st

The diemissuls will not interfere
with the work on the United States frigate Coa-
gross, which iv expected to go into commission
aioo few days,.  Her steam englioes are in readi-
ness, and rome plauking is to be dong on board
of her. Only a rew days will be requlred to put
her in “trim” for gea.

The case of the City of Phlladelphia vs. Fox
et al., which involves the counstilutionality of
the City Trust act, was before the Court this
morning, Mr, Olmstead opening tho discussion
for the plaintifis.
